seventh Annual Town Meeting 


STATE OF NEW HAMPSHIRE 


To the inhabitants of the Town of Northfield, in the 
County of Merrimack, in said State, qualified to vote in 
Town Affairs. 

You are hereby notified to meet at the Town House, in 
said ‘Town on Tuesday, the 13th day of March next, at ten 
of the clock in the forenoon, to act upon the following sub- 
gects: 

1. To choose all necessary Town Officers for the year 
ensuing. 

2. To raise such sums of money as may be necessary 
to defray town charges for the ensuing year, and make 
appropriation of the same. 

3. To see how much money the town will vote to raise 
and appropriate for the repairing of highways and 
bridges. : 

4. To see if the town will vote to accept State Aid for 
highways and appropriate money for the same. 

5. ‘To see how much money the town will vote to raise 
to pay on town debt. 

6. To see if the town will vote to accept and adopt the 
reports of the town officers as printed. 

7. ‘To see how much money the town will vote to raise 
to defray the expenses of Memorial Day. 

8. ‘To see how much money the town will vote to raise 
for State Highway Maintenance. 

9. To choose a trust fund trustee for three years. 
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10. ‘To see if the town will vote to observe Old Home 
Day and appropriate money therefor. 

11. To transact any business that may legally come be- 
fore said meeting. 

12. ‘To see if the town will vote to rescind all votes here- 
tofore passed, providing for continuing appropriations for 
the care of the Hall Memorial Library building and the 
support of the public library therein, any action under this 
article not to affect the unexpended appropriation of 
March 14, 1916. (By request.) 

13. To see if the town will vote to raise and appropriate 
five hundred dollars this year and the same amount annual- 
ly hereafter, until this vote is amended or rescinded, for 
the ‘care of the Hall Memorial Library building and the 
support of a public library therein, said sum to be paid to 
the Trustees of the building, before the close of each fiscal 
year and any portion not required for the care of the build- 
ing be paid by said Trustees to the Trustees of the Tilton 
and Northfield Library Association, for the support of the 
pubhe library in said building. (By request.) 

14. To see if the town will vote to raise the sidewalk 
on the east side of Granite St., between Coffran Ave., so 
called, and Howard Ave., and raise and appropriate the 
money for same. (By request.) . 

15. To see if the town will vote to adopt the provisions 
of Chapter 172, Laws of 1913, relating to the protection of 
Minors being the Curfew Law, so called. (By request.)

Report of the Superintendent of Schools. 
To the School Board of Tilton Union School District: 


I herewith submit to you my second annual report as 
superintendent of schools. 

I refer you to the statistics printed on another page for 
certain matters which should be of interest and should be 
recorded. Necessarily this report must be limited in its 
scope. Therefore I suggest that the best way to ascertain 
just what is being done in the schoolroom is to visit 
school and to visit often. I do not need to remind you how 
very essential it is to secure the best results, that there be 
full cooperation between the school and the home. Supt. 
Dyer of Boston has recently expressed himself strongly on 
this point. He feels that never before was the need so 
great for this cooperation and mutual understanding. He 
points out the fact that parents are as truly teachers as 
those who are at work in the schoolroom, that parent and 
teacher are really at work on the same job, and that each 
might learn much from the other. Now as I see it, one of 
the ways which would help in bringing about more fully 
this cooperation would be for parents to get into the 
schools oftener and not wait for some special invitation, 
or some special occasion, or for some misunderstanding to 
arise. Another means would be some organization in which 
parents interested citizens, and teachers might meet for bet- 
ter acquaintance and for the serious consideration of their 
common problem, the training of these boys and girls. I 
urge upon you the need of some such organization. Many 
places can testify to its great value. 

The average membership for all rooms for the year end- 
ing June, 1916, was 347. It may be of interest to know that 
162 of these pupils were from the Tilton side and 185 from 
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the Northfield side. The per cent of attendance for the 
year was 96. ‘There were 54 pupils who had a perfect rec- 
ord in attendance. Punctuality and regularity in atten- 
dance should be encouraged and commended. I refer you 
to the “roll of honor.” 

Our present enrollment is 335. This is a decrease ofeZ23 
from the number a year ago. The overcrowding on the 
rooms has been relieved only slightly and probably this is 
nothing more than temporarily. Certain work that ought 
to be undertaken is hardly feasible with our present facili- 
ties. Among other things we should have a kindergarten 
as a part of our school system. By the rules of the school 
board children becoming six years of age by the first of 
January may enter school the preceding September, other- 
wise they may not enter until the September following their 
sixth birthday. Children a year younger might well be in 
the proper kind of a school. A kindergarten would be 
such a school. | 

We need also what might be called an ungraded room. 
In a school of 300 and more pupils, there are always a con- 
siderable number who for one reason and another are be- 
hind in their work. They need special and individual in- 
struction. Such children in a room by themselves and un- 
der a teacher adapted to this kind of work are often soon 
brought up to grade. 

Furthermore we need a suitable manual training room 
for the boys. As I pointed out in my report last year, our 
present facilities are unsatisfactory. 

No change has been made in our force of regular teach- 
ers since the last-report. Miss Helen Watson, who acted as 
assistant and taught the drawing, resigned in June. Miss 
Menta Ames, a graduate of Keene Normal School was 
chosen as assistant in grades one and two. Miss Josephine 
Emery was appointed special teacher of drawing. Miss 
Emery devotes one day every other week to our schools. 
This arrangement is proving very satisfactory. 

Forty-one pupils were graduated from the Union school 
last June. The principal feature of the closing exercises 
was an operetta given under the direction of Mrs. Ethel S. 
Worthen, supervisor of music. ‘Twenty-one members of 
this class entered the Seminary in September. This was a 
little more than 50 per cent of the class. There ought to 
have been 80 per cent. It should be the natural thing for 
the children to pass from our school to the Seminary. 
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Under the present law any school district not maintain- 
ing a high school as a part of its school system is liable for 
the tuition of children of the district in attendance at ap- 
proved secondary schools of the state, but the liability may 
not exceed $40 per year per pupil. If the school finds it 
‘necessary to make the tuition charge more than $40, the 
district pays the $40 and the individual parent the dif- 
ference. ‘The regular tuition charge at the Seminary is $51 
per year. This does not include text-books and supplies 
nor certain other items. It is clear, then, that the individ- 
ual parent must pay a considerable share of this tuition bill. 
I do not think this should be so. I believe the district 
ought. to assume the entire financial obligation. School 
districts are authorized by law to make contracts with sec- 
ondary schools. I urgently recommend that the school 
board: be empowered to make a contract with Tilton Sem- 
inary to the end that all children of the district qualified to 
do the work may attend the Seminary and the district pay 
the tuition charge which shall include text-books. 

No evening school has been held this winter. The school 
board would have been glad to have opened one but there 
appeared to be no interest in the community. 

It is surely the function of the school to inculcate and 
foster habits of thrift in children. These are the times 
when the cost of living is high. ‘These are also the times 
when many “mistake their capital for their income.” The 
opportunities for spending are many. If we can help 
children to save we shall be of real service. Our school 
savings bank is designed to encourage habits of thrift in 
the boys and girls. It is of service to many of the children. 
It ought to be used by more of them. It is one of the most 
valuable of all our special school activities. 

Our tax rate is such that we can no longer expect to re- 
ceive a rebate from the state on high school tuition paid. 
None was received this year. We did receive $882 from the 
state as our opportionment of state aid. A part of this 
should have been received last year. I think we can rea- 
sonably reckon on $400 this year. This is, of course, in ad- 
dition to the state’s share of the superintendent’s salary. 

The increased cost of living makes itself felt in the ad- 
ministration of schools as everywhere else. School paper 
is now selling for more than three times what it was eight- 
een months ago. Ordinary arithmetic paper so-called, we 
formerly bought for twelve cents per package. It is now 
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quoted at thirty-eight cents. I trust that the school meet- 
ings may be no less generous in the matter of appropria- 
tions than last year. 

I am glad of the opportunity to record my appreciation 
for the support and encouragement that has been given me 
by the school board, teachers, pupils, and citizens in gen- 
eral.

REPORT OF THE SCHOOL BOARD OF THE 
TOWN SCHOOL DISTRICT OF NORTHFIELD. 


During the year ending June, 1916, we have had thirty- 
three weeks of school. This was one week less than we 
had hoped to have, but bad traveling in the spring made it 
imprudent to open the schools at an earlier date. 

The average membership shows a very small increase 
over last year. The attendance, in general has been very 
good. ‘The same teachers have been retained throughout 
pileryear. 

Since September, our schools have been in session twen- 
ty-one weeks at the Rand and Bean Hill, fifteen weeks at 
the Centre, and twenty, weeks at Oak Hill. 

At the close of the fall term at the Centre, there was left 
only one family to attend school there. Considering the 
distance they must travel, together with their physical con- 
dition, it seemed advisable to make arrangements for them 
nearer home. They were, for a time, taught by Ruth L. 
Brown, and later by an older brother. 

We were called upon in the fall, to open the Tebbitts 
school. ‘This being impossible at that time, the children 
were furnished transportation to the Rand, which has had 
an enrollment of thirty-one scholars. The new seats, 
which were granted last year, together with the new in- 
terior decoration, have greatly increased the attractiveness 
of the school room. 

We have asked for money this year to put the Tebbitts 
schoolhouse into fit condition for use which calls for re- 
decorating and furnishing. There are about fifteen schol- 
ars to attend there, and while it will divide one large school 
into two smaller ones, the parents whose children have to 
ride a long distance are much in favor of it. It will hardly 
be possible to have the schoolhouse in readiness for this 
spring, but if the money is raised we can open a school 
there in September. 

The Department of Public Instruction, some time ago, 
issued a circular in regard to sanitary out buildings, and 
later, advised school boards to aim to put one out building 
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each year into sanitary condition. Therefore, we have 
asked this year for money to reconstruct the building at 
Bean Hill. This is something that will soon be made com- 
pulsory if not attended to. 

Some of' the parents need to feel:more seriously, the im- 
portance of the attendance of their children at school every 
day school is in session, unless detained at home by sick- 
ness. 

In order to have our schools reach the highest degree 
of attainment,parents must cooperate with teachers by see- 
ing that their children are present every day, by frequent 
visits to the schools, and by offering their assistance freely 
in every way possible, that the money raised for school 
purposes may do the utmost good to every child in the dis- 
trict.
